Just what these wo uld be it is difficult at this time 
to co njecture, but that there wo uld

W eek Ago 
MANILA, P. I., Nov . 29—(AP) 
—The China clipper swept to a 
landing on 
Manila 
bay 
today, 
completing an 
8,000-m ile 
flight 
with the first load of air mail ev er 
carried across the Pacific ocean. 
While 
thousands 
lining 
the 
shore and scores of boats in the 
harbor set up a terrific din, the 
25-ton transport circled the city a 
dozen times, accompanied by army 
and nav y plane, and then settled 
down and taxied up to the land­ 
ing float. 
She landed at 3;.31 p. m. (7:31 a. 
m. Friday, Lincoln time) ending 
an epoch-making flig ht from Ala ­ 
meda. Cal., from which she took 
off a week ago. 
Flying Time 60 Hours. 
Total flying time for the trip 
was 60 hours, 4 minutes, or 4 
minutes ov er the time specified in 
the Pan-American Airways air­ 
mail charter. 
The v ery enthu.siasm of thou­ 
sands who swarmed the hay and 
waterfront was to blame for the 
clipper’s failure to land exa ctly on 
the scheduled minute.
